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Parking  Ordinance 
And  Registration 
Approved  by  Board 

The  registration  ot  automobiles 
and  the  location  of  parking  areas 
have  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  regarding  the 
solution  of  the  parking  problem. 
This  will  become  effective  Mon¬ 
day,  September  15. 

Any  college  or  Horace  Mann 
student  operating  an  automobile 
on  the  campus  must  register  the 
car,  secure  a  tag  (decal >  showing 
registration  which  must'  be  dis¬ 
played  on  the  rear  window  and 
park  tlie  car  in  the  designated 
area.  The  colors  of  the  decals 
must  coincide  with  the  colors  of 
tlie  signs  in  each  parking  area. 
The  registration  fee  is  to  be  SI. 00 
per  semester. 

Students  living  in  the  quads, 
dormitories  or  College  Heights 
must  complete  and  return  the  ap¬ 
plication  for  registration  permit 
form  and  the  fee  of  $1.00  to  the 
Business  Office  before  September 
5.  The  parking  permits  will  then 
be  available  on  Registration  Day. 

Students  using  their  parent’s 
car  on  weekends  should  not  regis¬ 
ter  the  car.  All  other  students 
must  register  their  car  on  Regis¬ 
tration  Day  and  wil  lbe  given  a 
permit. 

College  employees  must  register 
their  cars  in  the  Business  Office 
before  September  10.  Permits 
will  be  given  upon  the  registration 
of  the  automobile.  The  employed 
personnel  of  the  college  will  be 
provided  an  identification  tag  and

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Freshmen  to  Have 
Four  Day  Program 
For  Orientation 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Koerble,  dean  of 
iaculty,  has  announced  that  there 
will  be  a  four-day  orientation  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  freshman  this  full. 
During  the  four  days  of  orienta¬ 
tion  the  students  will  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  tile  campus  and  its 
different  organizations.  A  series 
of  tests  have  also  been  arranged 
and  will  be  given  over  a  three-day 
period. 

On  the  first  day,  students  will 
move  into  their  dormitories  and 
become  acquainted  generally  with 
tlie  campus.  That  evening  a 
party  will  lie  held  In  the  J.  W. 
Jones  Student  Union  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  bring  the  new  students 
closer  together.  A  general  assem¬ 
bly  on  the  second  day  will  intro¬ 
duce  the  newly  arrived  students  to 
a  group  of  upper  classmen,  ad¬ 
ministrative  officials  and  instruct¬ 
ors. 

During  the  remaining  days  of 
orientation  a  series  of  three  or 
more  two-hour  tests  will  be  given. 
A  spech  eiinic  will  be  set  up  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  the  Speech 
Department  to  determine  which 
students  need  assistance  in  that 
field.  Tile  fraternities,  sororities, 
and  the  Independent  Club  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  explain 
their  function  on  thecampus  to 
the  newly  arrived  students. 

This  year  there  will  be  a  sepa¬ 
rate  Freshman-Faculty  Reception 
during  the  orientation  period.  Up¬ 
per  classmen  will  also  be  on  the 
campus  to  help  the  new  students 
adjust  to  college  life. 

Numbering  System 
To  Go  Into  Effect 
This  Coming  Fall 

A  new  numbering  system  of  cours¬ 
es  will  become  effective  with  the 
publication  of  the  1955-59  fall  cata¬ 
logue  according  to  Dean  Koerble. 

Department  chairmen  iiave  worked 
together  in  arranging  a  new  num¬ 
bering  system.  Letter  designation  of 
the  old  system  came  about  when 
the  pattern  changed  from  quarter 
to  semester  terms  early  in  the  1950's. 

Under  the  new  system  only  num¬ 
ber  designations  will  be  used  rather 
than  the  letter  and  number  designa¬ 
tions  which  had  been  used  pre¬ 
viously.  For  example,  where  humani¬ 
ties  was  referred  to  as  lb  and  lc 
under  the  old  system,  it  will  now  be 
referred  to  as  humanities  1  and  2 
under  the  new  system.  In  some  in¬ 
stances  letter  designation  will  be  re¬ 
tained  for  better  clarification.  These 
exceptions  together  with  the  new 
numbering  will  be  more  meaningful 
to  students  of  other  schools  when 
looking  at  our  new  catalogue. 

Tire  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  Iras  undergone  a  more  exten¬ 
sive  renumbering  system.  This  de¬ 
partment  has  been  regrouped  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  level  which  the  course 
would  normally  be  taught,  such  as 
seniors,  juniors,  sophomores  and 
freshmen. 

There  will  be  somewhat  of  a 
scheduling  problem  as  a  result  of 
lire  new  numbering  system.  Notices 
will  be  posted  on  tlie  bulletin  boards 
regarding  the  old  and  new  system 
for  the  student’s  convenience.  Upon 
registration  this  fall,  students 
should  seek  advice  of  advisers  and 
ihe  new  numbering  schedules. 

The  records  in  the  registrar's 
office  will  remain  the  same  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  previous  number,  letter 
designation  system.  Beginning  this 
fall  the  new  system  will  be  recorded 
on  tlie  student's  transcripts. 

Upperclassmen  register  first  this 
fall  on  Wednesday,  September  10. 
Freshmen  register  Thursday,  Sep¬ 
tember  11  and  classes  begin  on  the 
following  Friday,  September  12.  All 
students  registering  this  fall  semes¬ 
ter  should  keep  in  mind  this  new 
numbering  system  when  selecting 
their  courses.

Vandals  Of  Campus  Unidentified 

Five  brown-haired  youths  gave  themselves  up  quietly  when 
flushed  from  their  underground  hideout  near  the  Student  Union 
Thursday  morning  shortly  after  dawn. 

The  five,  holed  up  in  a  well-fortified  and  securely  hidden 
den,  ore  known  lo  be  members  of  a  carefully  organized  gang 
which  has  honeycombed  the  area  to  a  depth  and  scope  of  pene¬ 
tration  almost  immeasurable. 

College  sleuths,  working  quietly  on  the  case,  have  been

Any  one  interested  in  what  happened  to  the  bees  subdued 
on  campus  by  "Our  hero,  Myles?" 

The  bees  were  given,  rent  free,  a  small  white  one-story 
cottage  located  in  a  cazy  and  secluded  spot  behind  the  college 
greenhouse.  Shade  was  furnished  by  low  hanging  branches  of  a 
tall  pine  and  the  whole  setting  had  a  serene  and  peaceful  air. 

The  house  equipped  with  all  the  modern  conveniences  for 
efficient  and  easy  bee  keeping— and  situated  so  handily  near 
the  greenhouse— seemed  ideal  to  the  bees  and  they  buzzed  about 
putting  everything  in  honeybee  order. 

Weeks  passed  and  it  seemed  advisable  to  visit  the  hive  to 
see  if  everything  was  progressing  in  an  orderly  manner.  Harry 
Bowes,  assistant  Dean  of  Men,  graduate  student  at  the  college 
and  Assistant  Scout  leader,  was  given  the  job  of  exploring  the 
hive. 

Bowes,  wel  Iprotected  and  taking  no  chances  on  bees  with 
unfriendly  altitudes,  approached  the  hive  carefully  and  with 
misgivings.  His  coach,  advisor  and  moral  support  was  ten  feet 
away  peeking  from  behind  a  tree — "Our  intrepid  hero,  Myles"  of 
course— who  else! 

A  cursory  examination  proved  that  the  bees  are  headed  for 
bad  trouble  unless  drastic  steps  are  taken  soon.  The  "Worker" 
bees  had  been  busily  looking  after  the  hive  and  had  built  up  a 
good  supply  of  honey.  But  the  Queen,  on  whom  the  whole  future 
of  the  hive  depends,  was— in  common  college  parlance— "goofing 
off."  There  was  not  an  egg,  not  a  single  young  larvae  and  no  vis¬ 
ible  hopes  for  a  thriving  future  generation.

Parking  Still  a  Problem 

Parking  problems  still  needlessly  exist  on  this  campus.  The 
two  main  complaints  at  the  present  time  are  the  failure  of  drivers 
to  observe  the  "No  Parking"  signs  and  the  failure  of  drivers  to 
use  proper  methods  of  parking  in  the  parking  lots. 

"No  Parking"  signs  that  are  not  being  observed  are  located 
in  the  driveways  near  the  Industrial  Arts  buildings,  in  the  drive¬ 
way  in  front  of  Residence  Hall,  and  in  certain  areas  behind  ihe 
Administration  Building.  The  Union  drive,  under  control  of  the 
:ampus  police,  is  no  longer  a  problem. 

The  particular  plon  of  the  parking  lot  behind  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  building  makes  it  necessary  to  park  at  an  angle.  At 
present,  different  angles  and  methods  of  parking  in  the  lot  cause 
much  space  to  be  wasted. 

If  drivers  of  cars  would  park  within  a  reasonable  distance 
from  other  parked  cars  and  at  an  angle  in  the  direction  of  the 
flow  of  traffic,  more  cars  could  be  accommodated  in  the  lot. 

If  persons  who  drive  would  voluntarily  observe  the  "No 
Parking"  signs  in  the  drives,  the  campus  police  would  be  free  to 
attend  to  other  problems  on  the  campus.  If  the  spaces  in  the 
parking  lot  behind  the  Administration  building  were  adequately 
chalked  or  marked  and  if  the  wire  down  the  center  of  the  lot 
were  kept  in  the  proper  position,  students  could  be  helped  in 
these  current  campus  problems.  Of  course  in  the  fall  this  problem 
will  be  taken  care  of,  but  until  that  time  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  students  to  show  a  sense  of  responsibility.
